Quarles,  Executive  Secretary, 
makes  his  quarterly  report  to  the 
churches.  We  should  be  encour¬ 
aged  hy  the  facts  revealed  in  this 
report.  On  tlie  other  hand  the 
same  report  reveals  the  fact  that 
some  churches  in  Mississippi  have 
not  had  a  share  in  sending  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth.  And  this  is  disappointing. 

Of  the  1,694  Baptist  churches  in 
Mississippi  1,278  gave  something 
to  the  world-wide  program  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists.  Only  416  churches 
failed  to  give  anything  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  outside  their  own 
churches. 

The  greatest  tragedy  in  the  fact 
that  116  churches  did  not  £ive  to 
mission  causes  outside  of  their 
own  church  is  that  pastors,  dea¬ 
cons,  Sunday  school  teachers,  and 
other  church  leaders  have  missed 
the  joy  received  in  carrying  out  the 
Great  Commission  of  Jesus.  * 

Certainly  the  Gospel  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  spread  to  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  world,  whether  we  are 
obedient  to  the  command  or  not. 
But  we  are  the  ones  who  miss  out. 

Secretary  Quarles  has  led  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  in  a  marvelous  iftan- 
ner — both  spiritually  and  finan¬ 
cially.  With  God’s  guidance  and 
His  chosen  leader.  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  siiould  write  even  a  better 
record  during  the  remaining 
months  of  1953. 


are  intentionally,  or  unthoQght- 
fully,  arranging  a  divided  chancel 
in  their  houses  of  worship. 

In  the  divided  chancel,  the  pul¬ 
pit  is  placed  far  to  one  side  and  a 
lectern  is  placed  on  the  opposite 
side.  Elevated  above  the  pulpit 
level  and  centrally  situated  be¬ 
tween  the  pulpit  and  the  1  return  is 
the  altar,  which  consists  usually 
of  a  decorated  table,  a  cross,  and 
candles  on  either  side  of  the  cross, 
an  arrangement  definitely  influ¬ 
enced  by  the  Catholic  Church. 

Baptists  maintain  that  the  Bible 
is  our  authority,  and  that  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  the  Book  should  be  central 
in  our  worship.  Let  us  hold  rigidly 
to  our  heritage  and  keep  the  pul¬ 
pit  at  the  center  in  our  churches, 
and  the  message  of  the  Scriptures 
primal  in  our  worship.

duced  the  desired  result*.  Not  so 
with  God  who  has  placed  His  high¬ 
est  premium  on  personal  obedi¬ 
ence  as  is  said  of  Him  by  Samuel. 
“Hath  Jehovah  as  great  delight  in 
burnt  offering  and  sacrifices  as  in 
obeying  the  voice  of  Jehovah?  Be¬ 
hold,  to  obey  is  better  than  sac¬ 
rifice  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat 
of  rama."  Disobedience  cost  Moses 
the  great  ambition  of  his  life,  that 
of  leading  the  children  of  Israel 
into  the  promised  land.  Disobedi¬ 
ence  made  Samson  a  weakling  and 
an  outcast  from  the  favor  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  God.  The  Disobedience  of 
Aclian  cost  Joshua’s  shameful  de¬ 
feat  and  dishonorable  death  for  the 
offender.  Disobedience  coal  Sam¬ 
uel  his  throne,  the  luxury  and 
riches  of  the  palace,  and  brought 
the  ignominy  of  suicide  on  loved 
ones  and  friends. 

Compromising  the  doctrine*  of 
the  New  Testament  Church  in  dis¬ 
obedience  is  simply  minimising 
the  commandments  of  Christ  and 
sacrificing  the  favor  of  God.  We 
are  reminded  of  this  unchanging 
truth  as  Jqhovah  »aid.  “This  people 
— will  forsake  me  and  Break  My 
Covenant  which  I  have  made  with 
them.  Then  my  anger  shall  be  kin¬ 
dled  against  them  in  that  day,  and 
I  will  forsake  them.  Deut.  31:16b- 
17a. 

Now  we  ought  to  place  proper

Keep  The 
Pulpit  Central 

During  the  past  week,  the 
Building  Committee  of  our  church 
has  had  occasion  to  meet  with  rep¬ 
resentatives  from  different  manu¬ 
facturers  of  church  furniture.  Aft¬ 
er  examining  the  catalogues  show¬ 
ing  designs  and  arrangements 
made  by  draftsmen  of  the  com¬ 
panies,  as  well  as  photographs  of 
actual  installations,  we  were  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  observation  that 
most  of  the  sketches  and  pictures 
featured  a  divided  chancel,  which 
is  that  part  of  a  church  used  by 
the  minister.  Upon  questioning  one 
of  the  representatives,  we  were 
told  that  the  divided  chancel  is 
becoming  increasingly  popular 
with  churches  which  they  serve. 

Our  interest  in  the  matter  was 
heightened  when  evidence  was 
produced  that  the  divided  chan¬ 
cel  fast  is  becoming  popular  with 
denominations  which  are  consid¬ 
ered  close  allies  with  Baptists  in 
the  South,  and  even  In  Mississippi, 
in  proclaiming  the  gospel  message, 
and  which  for  years  have  used  the 
central  pulpit  in  their  worship  as 
bavV-  Baptists.  We  then  became 
gravely  concerned  when  it  was 
noted  that  some  Baptist  churches 


Does  It  Make

With  a  phenomena 
past  and  t  potent  present,  H  faces 
now.  in  the  prime  of  life,  a  fruit 
ful  future.  • 

Lawson  H.  Cooke,  wrote  in  1861 , 
During  the  early  stages  the  Bro¬ 
therhood  did  not  tread  a  “primrose 
path  to  glory.’  On  the  contrary, 
and  to  change  our  figure.  H  had 
to  be  piloted  through  very  rough 
waters.  Progress  at  first  wss  very 
slow."  In  the  esrly  years,  a  mo 
tion  was  actually  made  to  wRl 
draw  Its  small  appropriation  and 
abolish  the  Brotherhood. 

However,  the  brotherhood  is  to¬ 
day  kicking  iti  heels  merrily  ir 
atcad  of  making  like  a  corpse,  as 
many  Job’s  comforters  predict'  ’ 
years  ago.  The  Brotherhood  is  far 
from  being  the  dear  departed.  Ir 
stead,  it  la  widely  accessed  as  an 
indispensable  agency  of  the  South 
em  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Brotherhood  originated  in 
May,  1907.  It  grew  out  of  the  lay¬ 
man’s  Missionary  Movement.  Thi 
movement  among  men  was  inspir¬ 
ed  by  the  need  of  an  organizat1' 
among  the  men  of  the  churdhes  to 
promote  missions.  The  purpose 
was  not  only  to  inform  the  men 
about  the  missionary  program  of 
the  denomination  but  to  e  n  1  1  a  t 
them  In  a  more  liberal  financial 
support. 

It  was  born  in  the  Calvary  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia.  A 
group  of  men  from  the  various 
states  headed  by  Joshua  Levering, 


of  Baltimore,  and  Gov.  W. 
Northern,  ef  Georgia,  met  die  day 
preceding  the  Southern  Bapt 
Convention  beginning  May  17,  1807, 
and  orgiDated  the  movement. 

After  a  few  yean  H  waa  felt 
that  Southern  Baptists  ought  t 
use  this  organization  to  enlist  men 
in  all  the  work  of  the  denomi 
bon.  stressing  with  special  empha¬ 
sis  enlistment,  education  and  aew- 
ardship  In  1926  the  name  was 
changed  to  Baptist  Brotherhoo ' 
the  South  Dr.  J.  T.  Henderson 
was  the  first  eecutive  secre. 
and  served  from  1906  until  his 
retirement  in  1838.  Headqus 
waa  first  located  in  Knoville, 
Tennessee,  'and  in  1936  moved  ’ 
Memphis  Until  recently  the  office 
was  located  In  the  Commerce  ” 
Building  on  Main  Street  in  down¬ 
town  Memphis.  On  Jan.  1,  19 

headquarters  was  moved  to  the 
new  Brotherhood  Building  at  1 
Poplar  Avenue,  Memphfa.  This 
fine  two  story  building  is  value-’ 
$50,000. 

Mr.  Lawson  Cooke  became  the 
second  executive  secretary  and 
served  from  1936  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  at  the  close  of  1951.  Southern 
Baptists  owe  a  debt  of  gratitv ' 
to  Mr  Cooke  for  his  wise  leader¬ 
ship.  The  seeds  sown  throuet- 
years  began  to  produce  fruit.  The 
growth  from  1944  to  the  pref" 
has  been  phenomenal.  Pastors  and 
denominational  leaders  caught  t’ 
vision  of  the  potentialities  of  an 
enlisted  manpower.  Thousands 
church  Brotherhoods  have  been  es¬ 
tablished  and  hundreds  of  aaac-’ 

tionsl  Bro“*  . .  •  been 

organized  In  tbe  past  decade.
